St. Paul, Dec. 13.—At 2 o’clock a. rn. 
yesterday fire broke out in the Wann 
building, occupied by Henry S. Stern­ 
berg as a jobbing dry goods and cloth­ 
ing house and by Guiterman 
Bros., 
manufacturers of shirts, pants, over­ 
alls, etc., at Fifth and Sibley streets. 
The whole department was called out. 
The fire spread rapidly to the roof of 
the building adjoining, which is occu­ 
pied by Price & Robbins’ 
wholesale 
paper house. 
The whole upper floor 
of the building in which the fire origin­ 
ated was damaged. The pipemen had 
a hot and dangerous fight on the top 
floor. They were forced from the build­ 
ing to the extension ladder, and at one 
time the ladder became charged with 
electricity from the wires below, but 
they were cut before any fatalities re­ 
sulted. 
The cause of the fire is unknown, but 
it started in Guiterman Bros.’ factory, 
where the hands were working owing 
to a great rush of business.

One 
delegate feared that if delegates were 
sent to England they would not be ad­ 
mitted to the congress.

PREPARE FOR A SIEGE. 


EmbtMlei at Constantinople Preparing 
for War. 
London, Dec. 14.—A dispatch to the 
Standard 
from 
Constantinople says 
that all the embassies are practically 
preparing for a state of siege. 
At the meeting of the ambassadors 
last Tuesday the reports received from 
Armenia at the different embassies were 
compared and 
thoroughly discussed, 
with the view of enabling the different 
representatives to compile full reports 
on the subject for the use of their gov­ 
ernments. It is believed that if the re­ 
sult of this conference is published it 
will show an unparalleled state of af­ 
fairs. The misery and distress in Arme­ 
nia are said to be more severe than the 
most vivid reports make out, and the 
number of people massacred is said to 
be greater than anybody here really be­ 
lieved. Letters from Aleppo say there 
is serious fear of a massacre of the 
Christians unless the powers intervene 
promptly. 


Topeka Doctor Soya That City Is a Har­ 
vest Field for Choate. 
Topeka, Has., Dec. 14.—Dr. R. S. Ma­ 
gee, a reputable physician and a mem­ 
ber of the Kansas 
Medical 
college 
faculty, made the startling statement 
yesterday that grave robbing has been 
a regular business in and around Tope­ 
ka. He said the facts are that Kansas 
City has for a long time been furnished 
with bodies from Topeka, and last year 
there was a professional grave robber 
engaged in the business. County At­ 
torney Safford has caused a petition 
to be prepared for signatures of tax­ 
payers asking the district judge to call 
a special grand jury to investigate the 
recent grave robberies. 
He will also 
cause arrests independently of such ac­ 
tion. The Ancient Order of United 
Workmen lodges held another general 
meeting and appointed a committee to 
aid the county authorities.

New York, Dec. 14.—At a meeting of 
the executive committee of the House­ 
smiths and Bridgemen’s union, held late 
Thursday night at Clarendon hall, the 
strike was formally declared off. The 
men were notified to report for work 
again to their respective employers. 
Neither President Lary nor any of the 
other officers of the Housesmiths and 
Bridgemen’s union would say what the 
terms of settlement were or by what 
means the settlement was reached. 
The strike has lasted four weeks. 


Mo Priss Fighting In Indiana. 
Indianapolis, Ind., Dec. 14.—The final 
blow at prize-fighting was delivered by 
the Supreme court Friday when it over­ 
ruled a petition for a rehearing in the 
case of the Columbian Athletic club of 
Roby against the state, ex. rel. Willis 
C. McMahon, the prosecuting attorney 
of Lake county. The court stands by its 
sweeping decision of a few months ago 
against pnze-fighting.

Bowling Green, Mo., Dec. 14.—S. H.

Omaha, Neb., Dec. 14.—Five heirs of 
Perter Cassady, at Princeton, 111., have 
sued for the site of South Omaha. The 
litigation Involves nearly $1,000,000. 
They base their claim on a technicality 
in the original transfers of the land 
years ago, when it was of little value. 
The claim involves 238 acres. Part of 
this belongs now, or formerly belonged, 
to the South Omaha Land company, 
and is platted into blocks and 
lots. 
There are, to average the blocks with­ 
out counting the alleys, estimating the 
blocks to be 300x288 feet, 123% blocks, 
or 1,730 lots, which, if averaged at the 
taw estimate of $500 each, would be 
worth $865,000. 


British Guiana Preparing for War. 
Washington, Dec. 14.—Word reaches 
here from British Guiana that the coun­ 
try is much exercised over the prospects 
of war with Venezuela on the boundary 
question. 
The local militia has begun 
a series of sham battles with the colon­ 
ial police, In which Georgetown is de­ 
fended against an imaginary attack. 


Victory for Michigan Silverites. 
Lansing, Mich., Dec. 14.—The state 
grange prospered to an unusual degree 
last year. Reports submitted show that 
the membership was increased nearly 
2,000 and that there are 13,625 members 
in good standing in the state. Free 
silverites won a decisive victory, the 
American silver and gold being adopt­ 
ed by a vote of over six to one. Em­ 
phatic resolutions were adopted on the 
temperance question, the grange deter­ 
mining the strict enforcement of the 
present liquor laws and the enactment 
of more stringent laws as rapidly as 
public sentiment demands and will en­ 
force them. 


Will Test Georgia 'State* Bank Law. 
Atlanta, Ga., Dec. 14.—The Georgia 
legislature has opened the way for a 
test of the constitutionality of the IO 
per cent tax on state bank notes. The 
Calvin banking act, passed at a former 
session, has been amended so that with­ 
in a short time some public-spirited 
citizens of this state will establish a 
bank and issue notes for the express 
purpose of trying the state bank tax 
issue in the courts. Many able lawyers 
who have given the subject close study 
are convinced that this tax is uncon­ 
stitutional, and some of them will vol­ 
unteer to defend in the courts an issue 
of state bank notes. This case will at­ 
tract the attention of the whole coun­ 
try.

Cleveland, Ohio, Dec. 14.—The special 
committee which has the final decision 
of when the Methodist General confer­ 
ence will be held next year, met in 
Cleveland yesterday, this city having 
been decided upon in a general way at 
the last conference.

IO, 1896. 


Important Nows from China. 
London, Dec. 14.—The Berlin corre­ 
spondent of the Standard says that the 
powers have addressed to Japan a per­ 
emptory demand for the evacuation OI! 
Corea. 
A special dispatch from Shangha 
says that several Russian war ships 
watched the formal re-entry of the 
Chinese into Port Arthur. 
It is believed here that China, as a 
reward for Russia’s intervention in her 
favor with Japan after the war, will 
permit the Russian Pacific fleet to win­ 
ter in Kiao Chu bay. 


President Cleveland Storm Bound. 
Norfolk, Va., Dec. 14.—No news can 
be had of President Cleveland. 
The 
telegraph wires are down between here 
and Hatteras, and no vessels have ar­ 
rived from the Carolina sounds owing 
to the heavy gales. A fierce windstorm 
swept the city about 9 o’clock last 
night, doing great damage throughout 
the suburbs. 
The temperature 
has 
gone down several degrees and 
the 
weather is very hitter. 


New York, Dec. 14.—R. G. Dun ic Co/s 
Weekly Review of Trade says: 
“It has been a quiet week without 
any disturbances. 
Prices of manufac­ 
tured products are slowly 
receding 
from the high water mark of specula­ 
tion, and no material increase in de­ 
mand is now expected until after the 
holidays, but there is general confi­ 
dence that greater activity will then 
appear, and that works which have 
stopped a little earlier than usual will 
again be called into operation. 
The government crop report caused 
scarcely a ripple of interest, though in­ 
dicating 
6,400,000 bales of cotton, 
and a larger acreage than had been ex­ 
pected of winter wheat. The great sup­ 
plies of cotton brought over from pre­ 
vious years render it unimportant 
whether the yield of 1895 is seven or 
six million bales, except as affecting 
future planting, and the extensive or­ 
ganizations of planters to keep back 
their cotton deprive small receipts of 
their natural influence. Whether from 
that cause or not, receipts have recently 
been over 40 per cent smaller than last 
year, but takings of spinners and ex­ 
ports are also smaller. 
The price rose 
16 cent and closed at 8.56 cents. 
“Wheat continues to come forward so 
rapidly that past estimates of yield, 
whether official or unofficial, are dis­ 
credited. Western receipts were 6,003,- 
404 bushels for the week, against 3,403,- 
611 bushels last year, while Atlantic 
exports, flour included, were but 1,846,- 
355 bushels, against 2,357,218 bushels 
last year. At current prices, it seems 
improbable that marketing has been 
out of proportion to yield, and prices 
tor the week show little change. 
“Iron furnaces in blast, Dec. I, turned 
out 216,797 tons weekly, against 217,- 
303 Nov. I, with increases of 8,000 tons 
in stocks unsold, but actual consump­ 
tion is much smaller than the output at 
present, and prices again declined, No.

The Delaware breakwater harbor is 
filled with tugs and other small craft,

Heavy Stock of Implements Destroyed 
by the Flames—Firemen Handicapped 
by 
Lack 
of 
Numbers—Damage

Estimated at 8600,000. 
Council Bluffs, Iowa, Dec. 14.—Fire 
did damage here last night to the 
amount of $600,000. The 
individual 
losses are as follows: Deere-Wei Is Im­ 
plement company, all implements and 
buildings, covering half a block, $200,- 
000; Shugart, Waite & Wells Imple­ 
ment company, $200,000; Empkie & 
Suchart Hardware, 
$100,000; 
Iowa 
Barbed Wire Fence company, $100,000. 
A heavy wind forced fire brands in 
every direction, and made opposition 
practically useless. 
The fire broke out in the center of the 
agricultural implem^t district. 
It 
started in a frame warehouse owned by 
he Weir-Shugart comr^ny and used by 
the Empkie-Shugai*; $»mpany as a 
transfer warehouse for handling the 
goods of the eastern 
correspondents. 
When first seen the fire was creeping 
ut under the edge of the roof. Before 
he first engine company was on the 
scene the roof was in a blaze. 
A strong wind was blowing from the 
utheast and the flames soon communi­ 
cated to the great brick warehouse of 
he Deere-Wells company. Thence it 
apidly cut its way into the heart of the 
reat implement district. The wind car­ 
ied the flames to the R. H. Bloomer & 
o. fence works on the opposite side of 
he street This building was licked up 
n a jiffy. The firemen, reinforced by a 
arge body of volunteers, endeavored 
stay the flames at the Deere-Wells 
uilding, but the heat soon curled up 
ines of hose in the street, and their 
ork was useless. 
Then Chief Templeton telephoned to 
maha for assistance, but for some rea- 
on the message was not delivered. The 
cond building of Deere, Wells & Co. 
as soon attacked, and sparks ignited 
he Chicago, Burlington & Quincy 
eight depot. The latter structure was 
aved, but the entire plant of Deere, 
ells & Co. was destroyed. The Key- 
tonie company’s building, on the south, 
as also badly damaged. How the fire 
riginated is not known, as there was 
o one in the building after 6 o’clock. 
A shift in the wind after the second 
ere, Wells & Co. building was fired 
as the only thing that saved the Bur- 
ington freight depot and the big ware- 
ouse of th* Union Transfer company 
d Aultmaa, Miller & Co. The citizens 
ere compelled to battle as best they 
;ould with any fire that started in other 
parts of the city. No very serious dam­ 
age resulted. By 9 o’clock the fire was 
well under control and all danger of 
spreading was over. 
One fact worthy of note is that the 
Wells company has often sought the 
mndemnation of the Weir-Shugart 
warehouse, claiming it was a menace 
lo their own.
